There  are  listed  below  320  varieties  of  the  Iris  growing-  in  my  garden,  no  two  varieties  of  which  are  precisely 
alike.  You  are  invited  to  come  and  see  them  in  all  their  glory  at  any  time  during  the  period  from  about  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  May  to  approximately  the  end  of  che  first  week  in  June.  While  I  do  not  grow  Iris  primarily  for  the  purpose 
of  sale,  I  have  a  limited  surplus  of  rhizomes  of  most  of  those  listed,  which  I  will  dispose  of  at  reasonable  prices, 
or  exchange  for  desirable  varieties  I  do  not  have.  I  have  also  several  hundred  unnamed  seedling  varieties  of  my 
own  crossings,  among  which  are  many  that,  while  they  do  not  meet  exhibition  standards,  are  superior  to  many  of 
the  older  named  varieties,  and  are  quite  desirable  for  garden  effect.  Those  I  will  dispose  of  by  the  entire  plant,  or 
by  the  single  rhizome,  as  may  be  desired. 

In  this  list,  further  than  to  mention  the  general  color  classification,  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  give  de¬ 
scriptions,  as  description  of  Iris,  although  it  may  be  technically  correct,  can  do  no  more  than  convey,  even  to  those 
who  are  familiar  with  Iris  coloration  and  color  charts,  a  more  or  less  hazy  conception  of  the  actual  appearance  of 
the  flower.  This  may  be  readily  understood  when  it  is  mentioned  that  in  describing  only  the  varieties  in  this  list, 
a  prominent  grower  has  made  use  of  more  than  400  different  color  and  shade  names,  and  that  when  “purple”,  for 
instance,  is  mentioned,  it  may  have  reference  to  any  one  of  37  termed  shades  of  the  color.  Iris  must  be  seen,  pre¬ 
ferably  by  day-light,  in  order  that  its  seemingly  endless  color  range  and  truly  amazing  color  combinations  and 
contrasts  may  be  fully  appreciated.
